Seaman Harris stated that when he 
first, knew deceased and accused, they 
were friendly. When the ship was at 
Singapore accused was detailed by de- 
ceased to ‘dry the deck. It was then 
that accused, referring to deceased, 
said.

Witness pointed out that boys and 
ordinary seaman were usually detailed 
to dry the decks.

“spectacle: this morning when a grand parade 
of the Colony’s entire defence units, was held. 
in honour of the forty-third birthday of His 
Majesty, King George VI. 


Long before the parade com- 
menced, thousands of people, in- 
cluding troops, milled their way to 
the Valley, enlivened by the sound 
of martial music and shortly before 
the official ceremonial commenced, 
the whole of the Valley including 
Stubbs Road was surrounded by 
over 60,000 spectators.

This: pro- 
blem incidentally reveals the im- 
portant role that women niay 
have. to play. in the final co-or- 
dinated scheme, and the result 
of the’ first meeting of the Lad- 
ies’ A.R.P. Union last week must 
be hailed as.exceedingly ' promis- 
ing. The ladies of the Colony 
have, in many respects, accepted 
the urgency of .their- duties with 
far more alacrity than their men- 
partially explained, of 
course, by. the fact that the time 
at their disposal is, generally, so 
much greater. Encouraging as 
this particular phase of progress 
is, however, it would be more so 
were Wing-Commander Steele- 
Perkins able to announce the en- 
rolment of a large number of 
volunteers of a type who would 
best serve the community by 
assuming A.R.P. work in an 
emergency. That is as opposed. 
to clogging the defence machine 
by apathy. or even by an over- 
enthusiastic impulse. to bear 
arms when that task is for 
younger men.
